‘In the Dublin ‘district there are five in- 
spectors, four men and one women. It» is 
easy enough to collect information about cases 
where the - intervention. of this little band of 
workers is .. The general public and 
members of various public services bring facts 
in® plenty ‘to their notice, but all, such in- 
formation has to be sifted’ and facts verified 
before any steps can be taken. Prosecution 
is only resorted to in extreme cases and after 
a warning has proved*to have been. of no 
effect: During the last year there were only 
twelve cases brought to court; 820 cases were 
set right without difficulty beyond a warning. 


HEARING COMPLAINTS. 

An inspector always “is on duty at the 
offices of the Society at 20 Molesworth street, 
Dublin, to listen to complaints brought ‘in, 
and some mornings there are as many as 
thirty or forty cases reported for investigation 
from the previous day. 

A very important: ‘branch of the. work. is 
the securing of maintenance orders against 
men who. have deserted their wives and 
children. In many such cases the women are 
unable to afford the expense of taking legal 
action themselves, and, even if they could do 
so, the results would not be so satisfactory as 
when the Society, ‘with its wide experience in 
such matters, takes the’ matter in hand. 
Arising out of this branch. of the work is 
another | department of benevolent activity 
which has grown to: large proportions. In 
eases of desertion by husbands, when the 
Society has succeeded in getting a mainten- 
ance order against the husband, very often 
the money is paid.to.an official of the Society 
to hand over to the wife.. Both parties have 
to visit the Society’s offices, and, if it seems 
at all feasible, the officials’ do all in’ their 
power fo effect a reconciliation, dnd in a large 
namber of cases have succeeded. 


ADOPTED CHILDREN. 

At one time prosecutions were to a large 
a extent in connection with nurse children, but 
White | at the present time the section of the 
Children "Act is being ‘very well worked by 
the Commissioners in Dublin. Unfortunately, 
however, in a great. many rural districts 
Part 1 of the Act, though in existence, is. not 
enforced. In the case of children: adopted by 
the guardians or local authorities the homes 
where they are to be placed are first 
investigated hy the inspectors to make 
sure that they are satisfactory, © and, 
after the children are placed in them, they 
are inspected about once a month. Children 
placed out, either by the mother or by the 
Society, with a foster mother, who has to be 
registered with the local authorities, are 
visited by one of the inspectors working under 
the Children’s Act. 


GOOD WORK. 

The best proof of the good work the 
Society is doing is the written proof that 
exists in the numerous letters received at the 
offices from people who have ‘profited by the 
help. and advice so generously given. These 
letters afe more than mere formal acknow- 
ledgment of benefits conferred: they are the 
letters of one friend to another, generally 
bearing good news of progress e under 
the new conditions that were made possible, 
or telling how a family reunion effected by 
the Society is working satisfactorily. 

Many who are badly informed about the 
working of the Society are under some wrong 
impression that money is collected here by it 
and sent to England for use there. This is 
not the case. The Society is still a part of 
the English Society, as originally founded, 
and all money collected here goes through the 
London Ei ANSA Offices for audit. But 
instead of money from this country being used 
in England, a great deal of money comes to 
the Irish branch for use here. The money is 
used mainly for administration pu , Office 
expenses and fraveiling. Very little 1s 'avail- 
able for actually giving to people in cases of 
poverty. 


HOW THE MONEY GOES. 

If the inspectors come on a bad case of 
want, they can provide money for a meal, but 
in this respect their work consists mainly in 

tting needy cases in touch with the proper 
institutions to 'reheve their necessities. Money 
has often to’ be spent in legal expenses for 
“| maintenance orders, and, where a nusband 
has deserted his wife and left the country, in 
sending the wife after him and getting her in 
touch with the proper people t there to have 
her case brought into court, if bhac! 

For all these activities money is urgentiy 
needed, The work of the Society 1s done so 
quietly that its claims ate not brought home 
to the public as are those of other institutions 
engaged on social service.

Saturday’s Irish Times, ‘ took 
place between caste Hindus and untouch- 
ables concerning the right of the latter to 
enter a temple... Two caste Hindus, one 
untouchable and two children are reported 
to have been killed.” i 

Outside one of the most beantiful 
temples in India hangs the notice :'—' Low 
caste servants and dogs not admitted.”’ 
Now we read that in Trivandrum the out- 
castes tried on Friday—the Friday after 
Easter—to enter a temple, with the result 
that five people were killed. 

“Why,” the reader may ask, “are the 
Brahmans in India so down on the poor as 
not to let them into their temples?’’ The 
answer is that it is not a case of poverty 
being despised, but of contagion being 
feared, and this riot has arisen from an 
effort to protect the legitimate wor- 
shippers, the priests, and the very gods of 
the temple themselves from the infection 
that the présence of outcastes woul 
infallibly bring. 


SPIRITUAL FELONS. 


M 

It has to be remembered that in India 
an untouchable is not a poor person, a 
meet object for condescending charity, but 
a wicked person—nay, more, a convicted 
spiritual felon serving a life sentence in 
this existence for offences committed in a 
Some time in another 
existence—perhaps, centuries ago—this 
very outcaste, who now longs to enter a 
temple and worship his god, committed 
some heinous sin. He was not an outcaste 
then. He may have beenta man of good 
social position; but, if he committed any 
of the innumerable ritual oF social offences 
classed as crimes—such ag killing a cow 
or selling meat—he and His descendants 
after him will be born again and again 
into this world as untouchables, doomed 
all their lives to act as scavengers, to 
empty slops. His very touch defiles the 
earth, and hence, belore the advent. of 
British rule, the outcastes were in many 
plaves forced to carry spittoons in front of 
them, and drag thorns behind them as 
they passed along the roads. Even to-day, 
in some native States, special carriages on 
the railways are labelled and set apart for 
untouchables, and nowhere are they 
allowed to use the public wells. 

What is not always undérstood is the 
infectiousness of the outcaste. The 
writer remembers, as a bride, going off by 
herself to visit the outcaste quarter 
“without the city wall ” of a wonderful 
old Kathiawar town.

This Englishwoman had brought all the 
infection and contagion of outcaste 
spiritual impurity right through their 
sacred streets. The citizens stood and 
hissed her as she passed, and it seemed a 
very long way back to the tents. 


WHY A WOMAN DIED. 


Probably that would not happen there 
to-day. Mr. Gandhi's propaganda has to 
a certain extent altered the Indian out- 
look, and Indians who might not them- 
selves be willing to yisit the quarters— 
veritable ghettoes—yherein these people 
are segregated, might, nevertheless, quite 
approve of others going to visit them. 
But go there themselves? Or permit the 
outeaste to enter their highcaste homes or 
their temples? No! 

Not long ago the wife of our sweeper 
was desperatelf ill, and the woman's life 
was a specially valuable one ; for not only 
was she herself a delightful personality 
and much respected, but. she was the 
mother of several little children. There 
was no European doctor in the town, and 
the writer tried in vain to look after a 
case that demanded skilled attention. At 
last, in despair, she herself asked the 
Hindu doctor, a man of kindly and 
charitable nature, and a personal: friend, 
to come and see the patient. If only he 
would come but once and diagnose what 
was wrong, the nursing might be 
arranged. Tn vain she pleaded with him. 
“Ti 1 were to go,” he said, “I should be 
impure and unable to worship im my 
temple; and all my other patients, when 
they heard of the visit, would decline to 
call me in again.”

CONNEMARA ON CANVAS. 


MR. CHARLES LAMB'S DUBLIN 


EXHIBITION. 


How well Mz. Charles Lamb, A.R.H.A., 
knows his Connemara is evident from a glance 
at the paintings. which form the major por- 
tion of the exhibition, which he opened yester- 
day at the Gallery, 7 St. Stephen 's Green, 
Dublin. Here, in a collection of fifty can- 
vases, he has caught many aspects of Con- 
nemara scenery as only one can who is inti- 
mate with that delightful country. 

That mystic blue and purple which is so 
distinctive a note in the scenery, and which 
one retains as the most lasting memory, is 
here very evident. Now it is a broad expanse 
of deep blue lake, setting out in bold relief 
the brown freshness of the newly-turned soil 
of the potato field, as shown in No. 37, “A 
Freshly-dug Field.’’ In quite a different vein, 
but still playing with those fascinating Conne- 
mara blues, is No, 61, “Evening in Conne- 
mara,” showing the mists sm ó down from 
the hill-tops to envelop a typical cottage and 
small holding standing in splendid isolation 
on a slight eminence. The end of a soft day, 
one feels. In a number of other canvases the 

ist has caught quite realistically the barren- 
ness of that South-west corner of Connemara, 

Mr. Lamb has studied the ants of the 
countryside, too, and has impressions of 
women and children. No. 33 and No. 5 are 
fine examples of these studies, and there is 
a pronounced suggestion of the ish type 
of beauty in the painting of “ A Connemara 
Girl” (No. 9). 

A number of landscapes of scenes along the 
River Blackwater, Co. Waterford, form a 
strong contrast to the Connemara pictures, 
and one cannot but compare the soft velvet- 
like pisctig Baw the Waterford landscape with 
the hard, bleak countryside of the Connemara 


paintings.

CONCERT BY DUBLIN ARTISTS. 
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Benjamin Franklin’s Anniversary. 


To-day occurs the 138th anniver- 
sary of the death of Benjamin 
Franklin, the printer-statesman of 
America. Franklin was the fifteenth child 
in a family of seventeen, and at the. age 
of twelve was apprenticed to a printer. 
He was assiduous, and learnt his trade 
thoroughly, and also became acquainted 
with the work of producing a newspaper. 
Thus, at the age of seventeen, he was 
editing a small newspaper in America. 

When nineteen he sailed for England, 
and for eighteen months worked in a 
printing office in Aldersgate, London. He 
returned to America and commenced 
business for himself as a printer. In 1729 
he bought the Pennsylvania Gazette, and 
also developed his printing office until it 
was the most up-to-date office in America. 

He now devoted much time to scientific 
experiments, and he was mainly re- 
sponsible for the discovery of the Gulf 
Stream and its course, and also the dis- 
covery of the course of the American Con- 
tinental storms. But in 1757 the urgency 
of the political situation compelled his 
attention, and he came to London to 

resent certain grievances. 

He later helped to draw up the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and during the 
War of Independence represented the States 
in Europe. At the close of the war he 
remained in Europe as Minister of the 
States, until he retired on account of old 
age. i 
His memory is kept fresh in America 
by the International Benjamin Franklin 
Society, who have just announced their 
intention to erect in his honour a 75-storey 
building in New York. 


Old American Clocks. 


The farmhouse. patent brass clocks 
which were shipped to England about 70 
years ago from Newhaven, Conn., and 
have done yeoman service in many cottage 
homes ever since, are now being sought by 
collectors almost as eagerly as old grand- 
father clocks. They are pendulum clocks 
about three feet high and eighteen inches 
wide, in mahogany frames, with a glass 
panel door, the top of the panel showing 
the face, and the bottom being decorated 
with a flower, or some gaily coloured 
picture painted on the glass. In many 
cases these clocks are being bought for 
reshipment to the States, where anything 
genuinely American fetches 2 big price.

In the case of brigantines and schooners 
the figureheads were supposed to be ‘‘ the 
living image ” of the wife or daughter of 
the owner; and in many of these quaint 
little craft the owner was usually the 
captain. 

Along the quays I have frequently seen 
schooners with the gaudily-painted images 
of a long-departed Mary Suns or Mary 
Ellen decorating the prow. 


“ Fishes Royal.” 


Mr. C. Manners. 


The whale which was washed ashore on 
the coast of Wexford the other day is, I 
am told, a Royal Fish. 

““ Fishes Royal’’ which are stranded on 
the shores of the British Isles are, of 
course, the property of His Majesty the 
King. In general practice they are handed 
over to the Receiver of Wreck, who com- 
municates with the Natural History 
Museum, London, as to their disposal. 

The skeletons of whales washed ashore on 
the Wexford coast in former years are 
amongst the rarest specimens in the 
Natural History Museum in Kensington. 

Last autumn a school of whales was 
stranded at Dornoch Firth, Ross-shire, and 
the majority of the skeletons were for- 
warded to London. It appears that from 
a scientific point of view this was the most 
notable stranding of “Fishes Royal” in 


natural history.

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Scarce Trout.

He attributes this scarcity to the tarring 
of country roads and also to sheep dipping 
operations in rural districts. A certain 
proportion of these poisonous products 
eventually flows into the trout streams and 
rivers, and the results are disastrous so 
far as the trout are concerned, 

There are, however, some Irish lakes and 
mountain streams which are still “ alive ”’ 
with trout, but these are either preserved 
or not easily accessible to the average 


angler.

Later he became the first 
President of the Executive of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway after the 
huge railway amalgamation scheme in 
England and Scotland, and later became 
Chairman of the Company. 

Sir Josiah Stamp’s business life has 
earned for him a world-renowned reputa- 
tion, particularly as an organiser, and he 
has achieved further distinction by his 
capable direction of the L.M.S. undertak- 
ing. The old Midland Railway (N.C.C.) 
line from Belfast to Portrush is now part 
of the L.M.S., and consequently Sir 
Josiah Stamp is keenly interested in 
tourist development in Northern Ireland.

LIFELESS THINGS THAT 
LIVE.

The automatic stamping machine has 
ousted the young “ stamp-lickers”’ in most 
large business concerns. Now many 
smaller firms are adopting the machines. 


VERY day we are becoming more 
mechanised. England has a 
mechanised army, and a mechanical hare 
is chased by greyhounds; also, electric 
rats are being chased by terriers. The 
totalisator now comes on the scene with 
the decision in the High Court that certain 
transactions with it are subject 
to duty. 

Where will this mechanisation cease? 
What wil) be the condition of humanity 
in, say, twenty or thirty years’ time? A 
short while ago we had a play in which 
the characters were Robots—simply things 
that wandered about without brains. 
Fancy the Lincoln being run by electric 
horses! Fancy a Dixey bas or Buchan. 
bouncing about the field and heading or 
footing the ball in an apparently lifeless 
manner—like an egg in a shooting gallery 
—and yet doing it with a purpose! 

All sorts of automata pay taxes besides 
the totalisator-penny-in-the-slot machines, 
cigarette machines, and so forth. Few of 
them, however, accomplish such work as 
is performed by the wonderful printing 
presses in a newspaper office, or move 
people up and down staircases either in 
lifts or escalators, as on the Underground 
Railways of London. 

You pass into a football match. Click! 
oes the turnstile, and the same evening 
it 18 announced in your local paper that so 
many thousand people paid for admit- 
tance. Now, on railways and in tea-shops, 
somebody presses a button and your ticket 
or receipt and change come rattling down 
a tube for you. 


MECHANICVILLE. 


There is a village in Saratoga County, 
U.S.A., called Mechanicville. H lies on 
the West bank of the Hudson River, and 
has a population about the size of Aving- 
don-on-Thames. It dates back to the days 
of the Pilgrim Fathers, and was originally 
called Burrow, en it began to assert 
itself. About Mechanicville there is 
ample water power; so factories of paper, 
sash-blinds and fibre sprang up. From a 
dam power is derived for a big electric 
company at Schenectady. 

That is why Mechanicville, known as a 
village half a century back, changed its 
name. One dreads to think how mechanised 
or roboted it may become in future— 
whether houses will be brought to parents 
and schools to pupils! Fancy a mechanical 
skylark ! 

Incidentally, it may be said that 
Mechanicville, which sounds like a name 
out of George Eliot’s novels, was the birth- 
place of Colonel Ephraim Elmer Ellsworth, 
the first Federal officer to lose his life in 
the Civil War—but he knew nothing of 
mechanics. 


300 B.C. 


Aristotle was writing on mechanics some 

three hundred years before Christ, and the 
intentions of Archimedes were seriously 
mentioned in the last war. The simple 
mechanical powers have been ascribed to 
heathen deities, and it is not surprising to 
find one of the entourage of King 
Amanullah thinking that many of our 
mechanical devices came from some stiper- 
natural power—malign or otherwise. 
_ The hand-mill, or quern, was very early 
in use; the Romans found one in York- 
shire. The water-mill was probably 
invented in Asia; the first that was de- 
scribed was near one of the dwellings of 
Mithridates. 

Science marches in a relentless way. 
Raleigh never thought that the tobacco he 
discovered would be made into cigarettes 
returnable to you on payment of sixpence 
—but only if that sixpence was a sound 
coin. Friar Bacon was one of the first to 
make inanimate things perform wonders. 
In a famous pageant some years ago he 
was depicted as running a gramaphone 
and a motor bicycle to the astonishment of 
the villagers. 

Bacon is celebrated for the invention of 
the brazen head—that wonderful head of 
brass that could talk, that could speak, 
and was omniscient. Nevertheless, it is 
as old as the hills, and was mentioned in 
the old romances. It is of Eastern origin. 
It told those who consulted it whatever 
they wanted to know—past, present or 
future. Sometimes it was too truthful and 
became unpopular. 


A MORAL: 


Bacon, by the way, maintained the pos- 
sibility of the art of flying, and predicted 
that it would be a general practice in the 
thirteenth century. Bishop Wilkins, four 
hundred years later, declared that it 
“would be as usual to hear a man call 
for his wings when he is going on a 
journey as it is now to hear him call for 
his boots.’’ Daedalus attached wings of 
wax to the body of his son, Icarus, who, 
neglecting the advice of his father, flew so 
high that the heat from the sun melted 
his wings and he fell into the Icarian Sea. 
One wonders whether we shall profit in 
our craze for mechanism from this story in 
Greek mythology ! 

Archytas is said to have made a flying 
dove about 400 B.C. Here, surely, was 
the forerunner of the electric hare and 
the electric rat. Let us hope, at any 
rate, that the Luddite riots were not a 
foretaste of something vaster to come. 
The Luddites were discontented workmen 
who, from 1811 to 1816, went about the 
manufacturing districts (especially Not- 
tingham) breaking machines.

CLOSER CO-OPERATION WITH 

FARMERS URGED. 


The Irish Railway Tribunal resumed 
consideration of the Great Southern il- 
ways Company’s proposed schedules of 
standard charges, in the City Hall, 
Dublin, yesterday morning, when .Mr, I, 
Ingram, who represented the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, and Mr. 
McNulty, the representative of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, addressed the

THE PASSENGER RECEIPTS. 

Mr. Ingram said that, while the Tribunal 
fixed the objective amount to be raised from 
standard charges at 4&4,299,410, the sum 
which the railway er rm thought should 
be produced was £4,155,000, a of 
£146,410. This was the estimated total pro- 
duced from charges which the company pro- 
posed in some cases, use competition 
forbade higher charges, and in others be- 
cause high charges would not be within the 
category of “fair and reasonable.” The 
company did not say that they were entitled 
to £4,299,410, but, having to exist- 
ing circumstances, they said that they would 
take £146,410 less. They took the highest 
charges which could be secured for the 
quantum anticipated of each description of 
traffic, and, having regard to the competi- 
tion and the provisions of the Railway Act, 
they were not in a position to make recom- 
mendations for the modification of a greater 


sum than £4,153, 
Dealing with the company’s estimated re- 


» Mr. Ingram 
pointed out that three descriptions of pas 
senger traffic showed decreases in 1927 as 
compared with 1925, but, the company esti- 
mated that they would show increases in 
“AA” year over 1927, an explanation which, he 
thought, was, perhaps, unduly sanguine. 
Mr. Keogh did not appear to anticipate that 
the company would share in the normal 
growth of passenger travel that accompanied 
reviving and expanding business. The com- 
pany’s e tation was apparently that the 
use of rail-emotor vehicles and the intensifica- 
tion and acceleration of services would do 
more than barely maintain their existing 
passenger traffic. These were the considera- 
tions that seemed to emerge from the pas- 
senger estimates, and, in determining 
whether they were to be accepted as a basis 
for the application of the proposed schedules, 
the Tribunal would, doub , have in mind 
the consideration that the to be 
taken finally for “A” year as the esti- 
mated result, not of to-day’s arrangement of 
charges, but of such means as they may 
find best calculated to ensure the maximum 
development and extension in the public in- 
terest of the carriage of passengers by the

ae THE FURTHER SAVINGS. ; 

Having examined the figures in detail, 
Mr. Ingram contended that the further 
savings to be secured on the purely pas- 
senger train side should be taken into con- 
sideration broadly by assuming a total num- 
ber of at least 15 millions at the present 
fares for the purpose of considering the pro- 
posed fares, In submittin that view, the 
reduction of £42,494, equivalent to 10.52 per 
cent., in passenger train receipts for the first 
twelve weeks of this year, as 
compared with the corresponding period 
of last vea, was not overlooked. 
This reduction included about £10,000 in 
respect of mails, and, of course, the reduction 
in the numbers of passengers carried was not 
necessarily a§ great as the reduction in the 
receipts from ‘passengers. 

Dealing with merchandise traffic, Mr. 
Ingram pointed out that Mr. Keogh in his 
evidence said that in regard to goods traffic 
he could not reasonably expect to get back to 
anything like the 1913 standard in “A 
year. hat statement conveyed the impres- 
gion that the Great Southern Company could 
riot conceive developing business activities 
here in the immediate future beyond a certaiw 
proportion of the trade done in 1913.

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT'S 
VIEWS. 


Mr. McNulty, representing the i 
ment, oí Agta. addressing the net 
inted out that there were strong grounds 
or arguing on the Great Southern Com- 
pany’s reconsideration of their proposed 
charges for conveyance in Classes 7, 8 and 9 
of the standard classification. Only 49 of 
the 885 items of traffic in these classes 
related te agriculture, and these, with the 
exception of eggs, were chiefly produce of a 
perisheble nature, like fresh meat, live and 
dead poultry, honey, etc., that was usually 
conveyed by quick trains at passenger train 
rates, and, therefore, would not be affected 
by the ST W standard rates for goods 
train traffic. It was remarkable that in the 
revised schedule of rates submitted by the 
Great Southern Company the proposed 
charges for all classes of general merchandise 
were reduced írgm the original figures, except 
in Class 5, which was the most vital to the 
agricultural industry in the Saorstat. 
Hitherto there had been no provision made 
in railway rates of this country for convey- 
ance of 6-ton wagon loads of traffic at car- 
rier’s risk, all rates applicable to 6-ton con- 
signments being subject to a condition im- 
sing owner’s risk. Some months ago the 
Great Southern Railway, through their 
general manager, issued a comprehensive 
statement to farmers’ unions, agricultural 
co-operative societies, chambers of commerce, 
etc., in the Free State urging on them the 
desirability of their organising the consign- 
ment of goods in wagon loads, and so enable 
the railways to uce rates. The more 
general adoption of consigning in wagon loads 
on railways in this country need not be 


so reduced in relation to the ordinary tonnage 
rates that a consignor of, say, 44 tons. of 
traffic could save money by paying for the 
exclusive use of a 6-ton wagon. To effect 
this it would be necessary to fix wagon load 
rates at from 35 per cent. to 40 per cent. 
below the ordinary class rates for any 
quantity. In the present state of agriculture 
in the Saorstat it was not only desirable, 
but essential, that a standardised schedule 
of rates for the traffic on the existing basis 
of charging should be provided, In 1025 the 
weight of manures carried by the Great 
Southern Railways was 132,899 tons; in 1926, 
146,994 tons; in 1927, 133,971 tons. The con- 
tinued fall in prices of produce was no doubt 
responsible to some de for the drop in 
tonnage in 1927. In these circumstances it 
was most important that in the settlement 
of the standard chargés there should be a 
defined schedule of charges for manure, 
which would appear in the published rates 
of the Great Southern Railways. There was 
ne obligation to publish exceptional rates 
imposed on the railways by the Act of 1924. 


THE CONVEYANCE OF LIVE-STOCK. 
The vehicles used for the conveyance of 
live-stock in Ireland had only a single floor,

1 to 9 on the “appointed ”’ 
day wes entirely foreign to this view of the 
Act, and relegated the task of the Tribunal to 
an obscurity and unimportance which it was 
certain the Legislature never intended. 
The traders were uot likely to assist 
the Tribunal in this matter. No trader 
who had an exceptional rate was likely to 
draw atiention to it; those in the same trade 
who did know preferred to make it a case 
ior .obtaining similar preferential treatment 
themselves, rather than ask for its cancella- 
ign. The Minister, while well aware of 
the necessity for allowing the company to 
méet competition by road and by water, in- 
cluding competition to and from places over- 
seas, was confident that those were exceptional 
rates, which had now no economic justification, 
once the classification had been settled to meet 
general present-day conditions. Such rates 
had in the past, and would more markedly 
in the future, continue to exist only at the 
expense of the railway users, who do not 
benefit by them directly. Their removal 
would be just as much “ standardisation ' as 
the assimilation of the various companies’ 
class rates, and other scales, which the com- 
pany were proposing, and it was suggested 
that, if it were necessary to go so far, the 
Tribunal in considering the means best calcu- 
lated to ensure maximum development under 
Section 53 (2), were probably empowered to 
regard as discuctinuaisl any exceptional rates 
which they did not think that the company 
were justified in continuing. 

The company had not given any particulars 
of their treatment of this matter, and the 
Tribunal would doubtless consider how far 
they should go in the direction of investi- 
gating it. The estimates given the com- 
pany for “A” year include traffic entered 
as “ through ” rates. These ‘‘ through” 
rates were also “class” and “ exceptional,” 
but in view of the fact that cross-Channel 
“through ” rates operating by several 
different. routes were usually based on the 
sums of local railway, post and shipping 
charges by the cheapest route, the 
“through '“ class rates do not in many cases 
vield the company as great a proportion as 
their standard charge for the same conveyance 
over their system. In such cases the com- 
pany’s proportion was an “ exception ” from 
their standard charge of the same character 
as an exceptional rate. t would be of 
interest to know whether traffic at all through 
class rates had been included in the estimate 
of tonnage and receipts at standard charges. 
If so, the correct tage to take as sub- 
ject to exceptional charges was not 81.51— 
it might be over 90. 


A COMPLEX SUBJECT. 

_ The matter of through rates was exceed- 
ingly complex, and the Minister’s further 
observations on them depended on the dis- 
closure of further information. Jt was only 
necessary to remind the Tribunal that in this 
matter they had a special jurisdiction 
under Section 29 (2). Apart from the question 
of exceptional rates, which no longer had an 
economic justification as distinct from the 
standard rates for the same traffic, there was 
the “uestion of absorbing into the category of 
Standard charges whole scales of vine thas 
Were not at present looked upon as exce 


with double decked floors for the conveyance 
of small animals.

It 
followed that any material dislocation of the 
relativity of cost of transport to market 
prices, by increasing railway rates in greater 
proportion than the percentage by which the 
prices of produce had increased, would place 
on the producers a heavier burden than their 
industry vould bear, and would sooner or 
later bring the farmers of the Saorstat into 
& parlous condition. 

here was, Mr. McNulty stated in con- 

clusion, close interdependence between the 
railways and the farmers. If the latter were 
prosperous the railways would prosper. If 
they failed in their efforts to make a decent 
living out of the land, the railways will earn 
less revenue and pay small dividends. There 
was, then, good reason to urge on both the 
necessity for closer co-operation and under- 
standing in times of difficulty as at present. 
It was only by such co-operation that means 
might he devised to carry on. 
CATTLE DEALERS’ REQUIREMENTS. 

Mr. John Leonard, on behalf of the Irish 
Live-Stock Owners’ and Cattle Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, gave evidence that what they wanted 
was to have the rates of live-stock diminished 
considerably. The producer was making only 
5 to 20 per cent. more an cattle prices 
now than in 1913, while their railway ex- 

nses were higher by 100 to 150 per cent. 
Ghar for short journeys were excessive 
and detrimental ‘to the railways themselves. 

The Tribunal then adjourned until next 
Friday morning.

ARCHBISHOP’S ADDRESS. 

In the course of an address, the Archbishop 
of Dublin said that he was glad to see so 
many present at the mother church of the 
diocese on that interesting occasion. For 
many long years St. Brigid’s was little better 
than a ruin—a sacred site, with a meagre 
place of worship set down amidst the desola- 
tion. And if one cast one’s eye back 
one hundred years there must have seemed 
little prospect of anything else. In 1833 the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom enacted a 
statute suppressing the independence of ten 
of the ancient Sees of the Church of Ireland 
and among them that of Kildare. And 80, 
when Bishop Lindsay, of Kildare, died in 
1846, Kildare, in acco ce with the pro- 
visions of the Act, was united with Dublin 
and Glendalough. It was interesting to think 
that Kildare thus played its pert in a trans- 
action whose consequences were momentous. 
For it was the action of the civil power in 
thus interfering with the spiritual policy 
which filled John Keble with such apprehen- 
sion and horror that, when he preached the 
Assize sermon at Oxford in 1833, he spoke 
in words that were intended for, and 
reached, a wider audience in his sermon 
entitled ‘‘ National Apostacy '—a sermon 
which Mr, Newman wrote of as marking the 
agg a the Oxford movement. 

in 18535, then, and in 1846, when the 
diocese surrendered its independence, it must 
have seemed as if the day of St. Brigid's 
was done, but in exactly 50 years—in 1 

a notable change had come over the situation, 
and the churchmen of Kildare gave their 
answer to the second blow levelled by the 
State at the Church of Ireland, this time in 
the form of Disestablishment and Disendow- 
ment. St. Brigid’s Cathedral arose in new 
stateliness from its ruins, and one of the few 
visits paid by an Archbishop of Canterbury 
to Ireland was pie by Archbishop Benson on 
the occasion of the consideration of the re- 
stored fabric. The possession once again of 
a gathering bu or the diocese on this 
site, which had been Christian for some 
1,500 years, had given to Kildare Diocese a 
unity and a self-consciousness which had 
been of untold strength to its Church life. 


THE NEW DEAN. 

Now that they had met to instal a new 
guardian of these hallowed walls, their deep 
and regretful sympathy went out to the late 
Dean, who had been forced to give up active 
work many years before the natural time; 
but they were glad that he was still with 
them, and they trusted that in rest a con- 
siderable measure of recovery might be 
attained. To him, and to Dean Cowell, who 
was Dean in 1896, they offered their respect- 
ful greetings. 

Addressing the newly-appointed Dean, His 
Grace said that he had no doubt he would 
seek to maintain the diocesan usefulness of. 
St. Brigid’s, and not least its annual choir 
festival. Parochially he would not find his 
word exacting, but the pastoral care of the 
hundred or more souls which that day was 
committed to him, offered him an opportunit 
for an intensive work with individuals whic 
was impracticable where numbers were large. 
He might name two deans, one Henry Jellett, 
of St. Patrick’s, the other, R. W. Church, of 
St. Paul’s, who made their mark as deans 
because they had served faithfully the few 
souls committed to them in remote country 
parishes before they were called to their high 
public offices. The country parish was only 
insignificant to those who measured spiritual 
value by arithmetic. ó 

The Archbishop then spoke at length cn 
the place that outward order and visible 
organisation filled in Church life, and said 
that they could see the important part that 
things external took as soon as they tried 
to bring people together to practice even the 
most spiritual religion in the world—Christ’s 
religion, They could no more have Christ’s 
religion accepted and practised by men in its 
fulness without a mass of institutions and 
externals than they could have a man living 
on this earth in the spirit without a body. 
That was the pcactical justification for the 
emphasis which the Church of Ireland laid 
upon the due succession and appointment of 
its bishops and priests—upon the seemliness 
and order in the conduct of publie worship; 
upon the strict adherence to primitive faith 
und truth; upon the due submission on the 
part of tho individual to properly constituted 
Church authority. 


RELIGION’S TWO SIDES. 

The two sides of their religion had to be 
reconciled. They had, on the one hand, to 
observe decorum and order without stifling 
the religious emotions and aspirations 
of the worshippers, and, on the other 
hand, they had to aim at  quicken- 
ing the spiritual life of their people 
without reducing religion to a boneless and 
fibreless emotionalism. It was the golden 
mean of orderliness with fervour, of reason- 
ableness with attractiveness that they should 
seek to find and preserve in their churches, 
and for that purpose clergy and laity should 
work together. 

His own opinion was that the faithful use 
of the means of grace as prescribed by the 
system of their Church was capable of pro- 
ducing. and history showed that it had 
produced, a type of geal religion, sober, 
fervent, spiritual and strong, which, in its 
balance between the outer rule of the society 
and the inner motions of the soul was 
absolutely true to New Testament teaching.

The following statement was issued last 
evening by the Council of the Transferred 
Officers’ ion Association, in-view of 
the situation created by the decision of 
the Free State Government to introduce 
legislation to set aside the judgment of 
the Privy Council in the Wigg-Cochrane 
case, and define the intention of the signa- 
tories to the Treaty :— 

Every British Government contemplating 
an Trish Home Rule Bill recognised t its 
obligations towards the civil servants in Ire- 
land must be fulfilled by explicit guarantees 
of tenure under the Irish Government or of 
compensation for loss of office. 

The Government of Ireland Act, 1920, in- 
cluded such explicit clauses settled by a 

ment with the accredited representatives of 
the officers concerned; and that Act, which 
in due course became law, is accordingly 
the charter of every transferred civil servant. 

Whilst the 1 Act was still law the 
Treaty was signed, and Article X. of the 
Treaty reaffirmed the guarantees of the 1920 
Act. That this was the intention of both 
‘the British and Irish Governments is clearly 
indicated by the following pledges given by 
the highest Ministers of State. 

THE LIABILITY, 

The Right Hon. Winston Churchill de- 
clared in the House of Commons, in March, 
1922, that 

‘* He renewed on behalf of the Govern- 
ment the pledge that, in the default of 
the Irish Government, the British Go- 
vernment would accept the fullest 
liability which was that of the 1920 
Act.”’ 


It will be observed that the 1920 Act, 
without limitation or qualification of any 
kind was the liability accepted. 

President Cosgrave, then Minister for 
Finance, in a statement issued for publica- 
tion on the 20th September, 1922, declared :— 

“ Rights of Transferred Civil Servants. 

All civil servants who were transferred 
to the Irish Government with the 
transfer of services carry all their exist- 
ing rights in regard to superannuation, 
scale of salary and conditions of serVice. 
Article X. of the Treaty, which guaran- 
tees terms not less favourable than the 
Act of 1920, covers the provisions of the 
8th Schedule of the Act of 1920 regard- 
ing permission to retire.” 

It may be mentioned here that one of the 
vital sections of the 8th Schedule provided 
definite safeguards against the worsening of 
the conditions of service of transferred 
officers. 

The late Vice-President and Minister for 
Justice, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, wrote on the 
22nd October, 1922 :— ) 
“You will see that they (civil ser- 
vants) need have no misgivings as re- 
gards their existing rights in respect of 
pension, salary and conditions of ser- 
vice ”’ 

WIGG-COCHRANE CASE. 
Notwithstanding the express declaration of 
the Free State Government, differences of 
opinion arose in 1923 as to the proper com- 
pensation payable to civil servants retiring 
under Article X. It was accordingly necessary 
to seek an authoritative interpretation of the 
transferred officers’ rights, and the historic 
Wigg-Cochrane case was, therefore, sub- 
mitted to the Courts, the Courts being, as 
the Secretary of State for the Dominions 
declared, the only body competent to in- 
terpret Article X. 7 
e Free State Government was a party to 
the proceedings which were carried from 
the High Court to the Supréme Court in the 
Free State, and thence to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Courtcil—the highest 
Court in the Commonwealth. 

The Court’s decision, given in May, . 1927, 
was against the Free State Government, and 
it appeared that the matter was now settled. 
After prolonged delay, however, on the 22nd 
February, 1928, Mr, Blythe intimated the 
Government’s intention to introduce legis- 
lation to set aside the Privy Council decision, 
and, at the same time, to. set up a new 
statutory committee to adjudicate, on - claims 
under Article X. 
A WARNING. 

Having regard to the Free State Govern- 
ment’s astounding proposal as regards the 
Privy Council decision—a grave. departure 
from constitutional practice—and EN in 
mind the many adverse changes which have 
already been enforced in the conditions of 
transferred officers since the change of 
Government, civil servants are extremely 
apprehensive lest the proposed legislation 
should attempt to whittle down the rights 
given to them in the 1920 Act. The Council 
of this Association desires to utter a warning 
that the position is extremely critical, and is 
anxious that the full facts should be placed 
before the public, believing thereby that the 
just and simple claim of transferred officers 
will be fully endorsed. 

To safeguard the Service, the Council has 
recalled to President Cosgrave the TB; "Fr 
given by him, and has clearly stated the 
transferred officers’ case. In the interests of 
a stable and contented Civil Service it is to 
be hoped that the Government will honour 
its pledges. 

If the proposed bill is unsatisfactory . it 
can have no other effect than to compel gr 
numbers to quit the Service, saddling the 
country with a greatly increased pension list, 
whilst at the same time the nation will lose 
the services of experienced officers who, if 
assured of satisfactory conditions, would 
have no desire to abandon their careers in 
the State’s employment. 


NEWRY FIRE SCENES. 


WOMAN’S PLUCKY RESCUE OF 
INFANT. 


A destructive fire occurred yesterday morn- 
ing shortly after 8 o’clock in the house of Mr. 
Patrick Connolly, 19 Boat street, Newry. 
Residing in the house—a two-storey dwelling 
—were Mr. Connolly (64); his sister-in-law, 
Miss M‘Givern (65), three daughters, and 
three grandchildren. About 8 o’clock one of 
his daughters, it is stated, was lighting the 
kitchen fire before leaving for her work in one 
of the local mills, and in order to make it 
kindle quicker she poured on some paraffin oil. 
The flames leaped out, and in an instant the 
little kitchen was ablaze. Miss Connolly had 
to beat a hasty retreat along with one of her 
sisters, and the sleeping occupants upstairs 


smoke burst into their room. 

Miss Sarah Ann Connolly jumped from the 
rere bedroom window, and some workmen 
who were summoned to the scene succeeded 
in bursting in through the back of the house 
and rescuing al] the other occupants, save 
a child, which in the excitement was for- 
gotten. A Mrs. Rose Ellen Trainor, however, 
pluckily dashed into the house again, and 
making her way upstairs through the smoke- 
filled house, reached the infant, which was 
showing signs of suffocation. Carrying it to 
a window she handed it out to those in wait- 
ing, and jumped to the ground herself. 
slightly straining her foot as a result. 
‘Connolly and his sister-in-law, after beinc 
attended by Dr. H. J. Grant, were removed 
in the ambulance to Newry Union Hospital, 
suffering from burns to their arms and chest, 
while Sarah Ann Connolly was also admitted, 
suffering from severe shock.

- America’s Peace Plan. 


Mr. Frank 8B. Kellogg, President 
Coolidge’s Secretary of State, is a very 
persistent peacemaker. Cynical observers 
of American politics are inclined’ to sug- 
gest that his latest démarche is calculated 
to influence public opihion in the United 
States at the forthcoming presidential 
election; but, so far as Europe is con- 
cerned, it must be examined on its merits. 
M. Briand, the French Foreign Secretary, 
sent a Note to Mr. Kellogg suggesting the 
conclusion of a bilateral] treaty with a 
view to the renunciation of war between 
France and the United States. The 
French Government made no secret of the 
fact that this move was made for political 
purposes; but when Mr, Kellogg read the 
French Note he became fired with the idea 
of universal peace, and promptly drafted a 
reply to M.. Briand, accepting his pro- 
posal with enthusiasm and suggesting 
that it should be extended to all the other 
Great Powers. While the French Govern- 
ment was willing enough to conclude a 
pact of everlasting peace with the United 
States, it was not quite so willing in the 
case of other Great Powers. M. Briand, 
therefore, replied to Mr. Kellogg, 
indicating gently that he had misconstrued 
the French proposals. He suggested as an 
amendment to the American plan that the 
Great .Powers should bind themselves to 
outlaw “wars of aggression,’ and indi- 
cated clearly that France could not go any 
farther in this direction. 

Mr, Kellogg either failed or refused 
to realise that France did not desire to 
pursue the matter, and sent back a long 
and argumentative Note to M. Briand, 
the. gist of which was the statement that 
wars of all kinds—aggressive and other- 
wise—must be abandoned. The French 
Government was perfectly polite to Mr. 
Kellogg, but it pointed out that the 
European Powers were committed to 
certain obligations under the Covenant of 
the League of Nations, and once more 
indicated that it did not wish to conclude 
a multilateral treaty. The United States 
Government, however, seems to have 
ignored the French objections. Mr. 
Kellogg’s latest Note, which is addressed 
to France, Great Britain, Germany, Italy 
and Japan, calls for an unqualified 
renunciation of war; and Washington is 
anxious that negotiations shall be opened 
as quickly as may be. It brushes M. 
Briand’s arguments aside as “ technicali- 
ties ' and calls for a sincere move towards 
peace. Already Germany and Japan are 
reported to be in favour of the scheme. 
France ‘definitely is opposed to it, while 
the attitude of Great Britain and Italy is 
unknown. The scheme has been launched 
in such a way, huwever, that conversa- 
tions of some kind ars almost certain to 
take place. At one time or another most 
of the nations of Europe have announced 
their desire to outlaw war. Mr. Kellogg, 
in America’s picturesque idiom, has called 
now for a general “show down,” and the 
real attitude of the Powers. is likely to 
become known within the next few weeks. 

» The French, with their customary 
realism, have put their fingers on the 
weakest point of Mr. Kellogg’s scheme, 
It makes no provision of any kind for 
defaulters. If, for instance, the six Great 
Powers should agree with one another to 
renounce. war and one of them should 
prove to be false to its word, what would 
beppen? By that time probably all the 


| other Powers would have disarmed them- 
selves, or at least would have reduced their 


fighting forces to such skeleton strengths 


that drastic action would be impossible, 
The Covenant of the League of Nations, 


recognising this fact, makes definite pro- 
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| French point of view the answer to this 


question is of the ntmost importance. 
The outlawry of war is an sdmirable 
ideal; but in the existing state 
of, European civilisation it cannot be 
expected to make much headway unless, 
in the preliminary stages, at any rate, 
some attempt is made to operate it against 
a practical background. Mr. Kellogg's 
scheme, in its present form, is too vague. 
One cannot avoid the suspicion that it is 
designed to make a goud impression on 
the sentimental voters of the United 
States, and for that reason nothing useful 
can be done until the presidential 
elections are over. When the new Presi- 
dent has been elected Europe will be in 
a better position to examine the American 
plan. In the meanwhile the Covenant oí 
the League of Nations holds the field. 


The Salmon. 
' Down comes the earth-fresh April flood 

And up the sea-fresh salmon glide. 

Among the delights which summon the 
townsman to the countryside and the 
stranger Overseas to our island, there is 
none, after the scenery itself, more full of 
natural charm than the harvest of our 
inland waters. The angler casting his 
line upon some western river is a 
spectacle of pure happiness; but yester- 
day Mr. John Garvey, of Ballina, re- 
minded his hearers of the Dublin Rotary 
Club that the inland fisheries are also of 
first-rate economic importance. In 1924 
salmon weighing nearly 2,700,000]bs. and 
valued at £258,000 were caught in Free 
State waters by professional fishermen. In 
1926 the qu&ntity rose to over 3,750,000lbs. 
and the value to £317,000. To the total 
quantities here represented must be added 
the quantities caught by anglers. Such an 
asset deserves stern action by the State 
for its preservation. During the disturbed 
years the poacher worked havoc. Worse 
than the common poacher was the un- 
sportsmanlike. scoundrel who killed fish 
wholesale by exploding charges in the 
water. Among the difficulties of the 
guardians of the nation’s interests was the 
smallness of the penalties formerly pre- 
scribed for the punishment of offences. 
As Mr. Garvey said yesterday, the grouse 
poacher could be fined £5, but the poacher 
who took a small hen fish, destreying 
10,000 smolts, could be fined only ten 
shillings. The Free State Act of 1925 
made the penalty more severe; but yet 
more effective than the provision of de- 
terrent penalties has been the activity of 
the Civic Guard. Formerly it was no 
part of the constabulary’s duty to protect 
the rivers, save under special orders. 
To-day it is the explicit duty of the 
Guards to save spawning fish, and a duty 
that has been performed con amore. 
Poaching thus has been reduced greatly, 
and the rivers and loughs once more are 
well stocked. Mr. Garvey gave wise 
advice when he counselled those who buy 
salmon to choose fish that are taken as near 
as possible to the sea. When the fish has 
climbed to the tributaries of the main 
rivers itis usually in unfit condition; yet 
it is then that the poacher takes it. Such 
fish, Mr. Garvey suggests, are account- 
able for much of the disease prevalent 
among country folk, particularly cancer. 
Not everyone will agree with this novel 
opinion, but a warning against the con- 
sumption of unfit fish is timely. The 
townsman in Ireland would be grateful to 
Mr. Garvey, or to any other informant, 
for tidings how he may come by salmon 
for the table at a moderate price. . When 
the British coal strike two years ago in- 
hibited the export of Irish salmon Dublin 
folk obtained plentiful supplies of this 
delicious foodstuff at a quarter of its 
present price. Since then, only the 
prosperous among them have tasted the 
fish in which their country’s rivers 
abound, although salmon brought from the 
other side of the world in tins is eaten 


in large quantities. 


A Coming Centenary. 


Three years hence the Dublin “Zoo” 
will celebrate the centenary of its birth. 
The fact is mentioned in the address 
which the Royal Zoological Society of 
Ireland presented yesterday to the 
Governor-General of the Free State, and 
it suggests two comments. One is that 
the “ 7oo ” is bearing its age remarkably 
well. The other is that no other institu- 
tion during the last hundred years can 
have given a larger sum of pleasure and 
instruction to the citizens of Dublin. The 
“ Zoo”’ has seen a stirring period of Irish 
history. Its lions have roared tranquilly 
through wars, rumours of war, and 
political revolution; and, although these 
events have not touched it directly, it has 
known vicissitudes of fortune. The recent 
years of civil tumult were lean years alike 
for nut-collecting simians, for bun-hunting 
bears and for the Society’s exchequer. 
With peace and good government, a full 
measure of prosperity ought to come to 
the Gardens, and the Society shares this 
hope. The number of visitors in 1926— 
perhaps, the Free State’s first year oi 
real security—was a “record.” Last 
year's attendance, despite a lamentably 
wet summer, exceeded the average for the 
previous ten years. It is reasonable to 
expect that, with three fairly good 
summers, the Gardens will make and 
break another couple of “ records ' before 
they celebrate their hundredth birthtay. 
Formerly Dublin itself was their chief 
patron, but within the past year or two 
the Society has invited organised visits of 
school-children, and others, from the 
provinces. Henceforward the rural inva- 
‘sion ought to increase by leaps and 
bounds; indeed, the coming of the long- 
distance motor omnibus has opened asmew 
epoch in the “Zoo's” history. Hundreds 
of country people will visit Dublin daily, 
by ‘bus, on every fine day of summer ; 
and, if the “ df hate gh“ 
advertised judiciously Provinces, 1 
will bee Fa. seilidí iueliiatlan in the 
win anne ara hn Sosy nor 
the ] ll o ree 
a wnment, and the loyalty of Irishmen 
‘abroad makes frequent gifts to its collec- 
‘tion of animals. A large increase of 
“public patronage. would. be reflected 
‘quickly in an increase of the. “Zoo's ” 
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justify the practice. The fact that these 
box-rattling children uszaily are regarded 
as a nuisance by their actual or intended 
victims is the smallest part of the offence. 
The real offence is committed against the 
children themselves. In the first place, 
the most careful supervision of the collec- 
tions cannot eliminate opportunities, and 
therefore temptation, to be dishonest ; and 
no child ought to be exposed unnecessarily 
to such temptation. In the next place, 
the streets have certain dangers for young 
children, especially if they have been 
encouraged, or even instructed, to accost 
all and sundry. Furthermore, modesty 
and diffidence, which are natural virtues 
of childhood, hardly will survive a couple 
of lessons in the art of bombarding peop.c 
for money. When poo: children are set 
to this task it is sadly probable that some 
of them soon will become beggars on their 
own account. If these street-collections 
by young children are not illegal 
now, they ought to be made illegal with- 
out delay ; and we hope that some member 
of Dáil Kireann will invite the Minister 
for Justice to take action. Flag-days, of 
course, are legal, under certain restric- 
tions, but we confess that at least one 
aspect of most Hag-days is displeasing to 
us. Whenever we see a well-dressed girl 
of seventeen or eighteen engaged in the 
coaxing of persons who are utter strangers 
to her we have a viswn of her grand- 
parents turning in their graves. Are we 
incurably old-fashioned ? 


OBITUARY. 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL MEADE 


GLOSTER. 


The death took place on Saturday last at 
a London nursing home of Brigadier-General 
Gerald Meade Gloster, C.M.G., late of the 
Devon Regiment, of Oak Manor, Chelten- 
ham, England. Born in 1864, Brigadier- 
General Gloster was a son of the late Rev. 
Thomas Gloster, M.A., Castleterra Rectory, 
Co. Cavan. He began his military career as 
a lieutenant in the Devon Regiment in 1884, 
and served in the North-West frontier cam- 
paign in India from 1897 to 1898, for which 

e was awarded a medal with two clasps. 
From 1899 to 1900 1.> served in South Africa, 
and was awarded the Queen’s medal with 
clasp. In 1914 he was promoted to the rank 
of Major. For his services in the Great War, 
from 1914 to 1918, he was mentioned in 
despatches and was made a Companion of 
St. Michael and St. George. He was also 
awarded the 1914 Star, the General Service 
medal and the Allied medal. He married 
Wilhelmina Ormonde, only child of C. 
Brown, C.I.E. 


SIR ROBERT M. LIDDELL, D.L. 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
Robert M. Liddell, D.L., which occurred yes- 
terday at his residence, Banoge House, 
Donacloney, Co. Down. He had been ill for 
some time with pneumonia. 

Sir Robert Liddell, who was born in 1870, 
was a son of the late Mr. William Liddell, 
founder of the firm of William Liddell and 
Company, Limited, linen manufacturers, 
which has establishments at Donacloney, 
Belfast, London, New York and Melbourne. 
For many years he had been managing 
director of the firm. 

He took a keen interest in politics, and 
was honorary treasurer of the Ulster Unionist 
Council. e had marked abilities as an 
organiser, and it was largely due to his efforts 
that the Ulster Volunteer á orce Hospital and 
the Ulster Volunteer Force Patriotic Fund 
came into existence. Thousands of wounded 
soldiers were treated at the hospital during 
the war, and at the urgent request of the 
War Office it was extended. by the erection of 
a new wing, which provided accommodation 
for a hundred beds. In recognition of his 
work in this connection the honour of. knight- 
hood was conferred upon him in 1916. 

Sir Robert Liddell took a great interest in 
oo and was a life member of the Jockey 

lub. He usually had several horses in train- 
ing at Middleham, Yorkshire. He never had 
@ great success on the Turf, but his horses 
have frequently won at Manchester, Ayr, 
Hamilton Park and Edinburgh. He was one 
of the chief supporters of the Down Royal 
Corporation, sal was a well-known figure at 
The Maze races. 

In 1896 Sir Robert married Charlotte 
Walton, daughter of the late Mr. John Arnott 
Taylor, of Belfast, by whom he had three 
sons and three daughters. 


MR. CHARLES SIMS, R.A. 


In an obituary notice of Mr. Charles Sims, 
k.A., who died on last Friday at St. Boswells, 
The Times says:—If ever there were an 
artist of whom it could be said that he was 
‘good in parts,” it was Charles Sims. He 
was an artist with more sensibility than con- 
structive power. Particularly in his larger 
and more decorative compositions there are 
passages of exquisite beauty, but they are 
comparatively unrelated to each other and 
to the general scheme, and this in spite of 
the fact that he gave a good deal of stady 
to the subject of mural decoration. The 
panel which he contributed to the series in 
St Stephen’s Hall, representing ‘‘ King John 
confronted by his Barons,” is a good in- 
stance of this. Reviewing his work as a 
whole, we come to the conclusion that he did 
nothing better than the small imaginative 
cempositions, with which in several years he 
delighted visitors to the Academy. “‘ The 
Wood Beyond the World,” in particular, with 
its flavour of something between Botticelli 
and the Orientals, will always be remembered 
with gratitude. These compositions, generally 
landscapes peopled with children, had a 
‘quality of “magic” over and above their 
technical beauty of colour and substance—for 
Sims was a master of his materials, and one 
of the most dexterous craftsmen of our time. 


DR. J. D. CARROLL. 


Dr. John Donal Carroll, M.B., B.Ch., 
D.P.H., M.C., Medical Officer of Health for 
Cork City, died at the Bon Secours liome, 
Cork, yesterday. Dr. Carroll was the fourth 
son of the late Vincent 8. Carroll, Dun- 
dalk House, Dundalk. He was educated 
at the National University of Ireland. In

THE BREMEN’S FLIGHT.

The flight of the Bremen is stil] the main 
subject of conversation here, and the full 
story of the airmen is being awaited with 
the keenest interest, not only in aviation 
circles, but by the general EA There 
is an idea that they may be able to get 
into touch with this side without delay, 
but this, I am told, is somewhat doubtful. 
‘Everything must depend upon the help 
that reaches them, and the quantity and 
quality of this is unknown, though reports 
indicate that extraordinary arrangements 
are being made to bring them into touch 
with civilisation again. 


i Forlorn Hopes. 


The landing of the Bremen at Greenly 
Island is responsible for the idea that 
some of the missing Atlantic .flyers may 
be marooned at even more remote places ; 
but the staff at the «‘ummission of the 
Newfoundland Government in London 
eticch no importance to the suggestion 
They point out that, though there are 
scattered settlements along the coast, 
w' ch is rocky end ice-bor™i, immediate], 
behind are dense, impassable forests which 
have never been surveyed, and except for 
a few Indians, the whcle territory is 
unpopulated. If am aeroplane came down 
in this inhospitable couatry, it certainly 
would be wrecked, and its occupants would 
perish of exposure and starvation. 


Another Attempt. 


Captain F. T. Courtney does not intend 
that the success achieved by the Bremen 
shall make any difference in fhe plans 
which he has made for an East to West 
crossing of the Atlantic; for his attempt 
will be made about midsummer, and as 
quietly as possible. It is the intention of 
Captain ( ou.tney to secure as many 4” 
as possible likely to prove of assistance in 
the establishment of a trans-Atlantic com- 
mercial airway. He will use a twin- 
engined Dornier-Napier whale flying boat, 
which will be fitted with “wireless” both 
for transmitting and receiving. 


Cross-Channel Flights. 


One of the new flying schemes now under 
discussion relates to a service of cross- 
Channel flying boats. Dover, and Calais 
are the suggested points between which 
the flying boats will operate. It is under- 
stood that the French Government has 
agreed to the grant of a subsidy for this 
service, which will be carried on by small 
machines carrying only four passengers. 
The main subject of discussion is whether 
the British Government will permit Dover 
to be used as a base, and on this point 
the Air Ministry and the Admiralty aro 
in consultation. 


The Parliamentary Session. 


A visit to the House of Commons to-day 
revealed that an immense amount of 
spring cleaning has taken place during 
the past ten days, and everything looks 
fresh and new. A large attendance of 
members is not expected for to-morrow, 
and it is probable that the first big 
assembly will be to-morrow week, when 
everybody will want to be present for the 
Budget statement. Applications for 
tickets for the Public Gallery have been 
pouring in for some time, and are so 
numerous that only + cithe of them can 
be granted. There was some speculation 
to-day as to when the present session will 
come to an end, the general opinion being 
that it would not continue after the end 
of July. 


* Swagger’ Kensington. 


Some little amusement has been created 
in political circles by Mr. Lloyd George's 
relapse into the Limehouse style of 
former days, when he speaks of “ rich, 
swaggering, Tory Kensington,’ where 
““no Liberal dare step.” It is doubtful 
whether the Royal Borough of Kensington 
is nearly as rich as it once was, or that 
it is as Conservative. It (pas changed 
immensely during the past twenty yeats, 
becoming a great popular shopping centre. 
and the people who used to occupy some 
of the great houses in the district long 
ago left for quieter spots,’ while their 
houses have become business centres or 
residential flats. The “ swagger’’ in 
Kensington is on the part of the people 
wh» visit it, a fact indicated by the 
stream of motors to be seen any day 
standing in the High street. Mr. Lloyd 
George himself occupies an imposing resi- 
dence in Kensington, with a very fine 
garden. Situated in Addison road, it 
speaks of riches, even if it is not 
swaggering. 


The Royal Oak Affair. 


The Board of Admiralty, which as- 
sembles only on occasions of very great 
impcrtance, met at the Admiralty to-day 
for the purpose of considering the findings 
of the courts-martial recently held at 
Gibraltar in connection with the incidents 
on the Royal Oak. Mr. C. M. Pitman, 
the Judge Advocate of the Fleet, sub- 
mitted to the Board his considered opinion 
on the proceedings, and it is understood 
that Mr. Bridgeman will be able to make 
a full statement in reply to a question to 
be put by Commander Kenworthy in the 
House of Commons to-morrow afternoon 
The members of the Board present to-day 
were the First Lord, Mr. Bridgeman, the 
four Sea Lords, the Deputy Chief of the 
Naval Staff, Rear-Admiral W. W. Fisher 
and the Permanent Secretary to the 
Admiralty, Sir O. Murray.

landing was skilfully made, but the tail skid broke through the ice 


and was damaged, as was the airscrew. 


The lighthouse keeper, Jacques Le Tempier, took them in, 


made them comfortable, and told them where they were.

had supposed they were in Newfoundland. : 
They got. a message somehow to the wireless operator at 
Amour Point, who repeatedly tried to get in touch with another 


station. 


Hi_, signals were finally picked up and relayed in Quebec, 


and an eighteen-year-old amateur operator in the United States, 
Stewart Davis, of Manchester, New Hampshire, intercepted them, 
and telephoned the message to a local newspaper.

A brief description of the flight of the 
Bremen was furnished late last night. by 
messages from the nearest land wire 
station to Greenly Island. 

Held back by fog and change in 
temperature, the pilots had almost given 
up ope and the i aa was almost out 
of fuel when land was sighted at about 


15.30 on Friday afternoon. 


The fliers took this to be Newfoundland. 
They ‘discerned a smal! lake and decided 
to land, although the ‘plane was not 
equipped for landing on ice. 

Despite the care taken ‘the ’plane 
crashed -through the ice into the lake, and 
the tail of the machine was damaged. 

Before sighting land the aviators en- 
countered one difficulty after another. 
Atmospheric conditions were unfavour- 
‘able, and the fliers were compelled to pro- 
ceed at a low altitude.

BERLIN, Monday. 

The new summer time table of the Luft. 
Hansa Air Company, operating from April 
23rd, shows that its machines will cover 
daily a distance of nearly forty thousand 
miles, Practically every capital in Europe 
can be reac direct from the Temple- 
hofer Aerodrome here. 
Among express services arranged are to 
Vienna and Zurich in four and five hours 
respectively, and to Madrid (1,810 miles) 
in two days, one night being spent in 
Geneva. 
By catching the night air express from 
Berlin a Londoner leaving the English 
capital in the morning can reach Moscow 
in thirty hours. 
A start with Sunday flying is to be made 
between Berlin and Paris, and new night 
services will be inaugurated on other 
routes. Every town of any importance 
in Germany is linked up with the Luft 
Hansa Aerodrome, and there will. be 
regular traffic to Baltic and North Sea 
resorts.

NIGHT DASH IN STOLEN 
MOTOR CARS,

The convict Whitehead, who escaped 
from Princetown Prison, Dartmoor, on 
Sunday night, was recaptured at eleven 
o'clock yesterday morning. He was run 
to earth by a detective at Milber Downs, 
which is between Torquay and Newton 
Abbott. ! 

The arrest itself and the circumstances 
leading up to it were in’ every sense 
dramatic. Warders from the prison, 
assisted by the Devon police, searched 
throughout the night over a wide area in 
the direction the fugitive had taken; yet, 
despite every precaution, Whitehead, after 
abandoning the Roman Catholic prison 
chaplain’s car in which he fled, slipped 
through the cordon and reached Paignton, 
apparently by walking. 


ASLEEP IN STOLEN CAR. 

The convict stole.a new car from a 
garage at Paignton, and in it reached 
Torquay. Here, in a pine copse near the 
Marine Drive, he was discovered asleep 
in the car by a civilian, who roused him. 
Observing that under ‘his mackintosh the 
motorist was wearing convict garb, the 
civilian, having made an excuse, went off 
and telephoned to the rolice. 

Detective Drew promptly. arrived at the 
copse in a car, but Whitehead had dis- 
appeared. The new tyres of the stolen 
car had, however, left a clear trail, and 
this was followed by the detective to 
Milber Downs. It led into a narrow side 
lane, and when Detective Drew tried to 
follow his car became embedded in mud. 

The officer then continued his. tracking 
work on foot, and he tad not gone far 
when he saw the stolen car also fast in 
the mud. Whitehead, who was crotching 
at the side of the car, saw the detective 
approaching, and at once dashed away. 


THE RECAPTURE. 

He ran across a field, but the detective 
was soon at his heels, and when he tried 
to climb over a gate the officer was able 
to tackle him. ‘They fel! to the ground 
together, and there was a fierce struggle, 
but Whitehead was eventually overpowered 
and taken back to the main road, where 
he was placed in a police van and taken 
to Torquay Police Station. 

Later warders arrived and removed him 
to Dartmoor. After the struggle White- 
head said to his captor: “All right, I will 
come quietly.” 

Inquiries at Paignton show that he 
broke into ‘four garages altogether, and 
that he also entered « café and took 
chocolates, milk and <weets. 

Whitehead, who is a native of Liverpool, 
28 years of age, was undergoing a sentence 
of seven years’ penal rervitude for shop- 
breaking, garage-breaking and _ shooting 
with intent.

MOURNED AS DEAD FOR 
FIVE MONTHS. 


‘‘ Thank God, I am home again.” That 
was the exclamation with which a Press- 
man was greeted last night by Mr. Gordon 
Robertson, the .Leeds. man, who, after 
having been mourned as dead for the past 
five months, returned to his home in 
Hilary street yesterday. 

Mr. Robertson: said that he had no 
knowledge of where he had been. A few 
days ago, he said, a man who must have 
known me slapped: me on the shoulder and 
said, “ Is that you, Bobby?” That made 
me think, and I recalled my name and 
where I had come from. “I found myself 
in Liverpool. From that point all is dim. 
I seem to have been walking. for many 
hours, and am tired. 

Robertson was well-dressed, but much 
thinner than when he left Leeds. It was 
evident that he had done a lot of hard 
work; for his hands were hard and the 
nails worn and broken. 

Mrs. Robertson «had five weeks . of 
anxiety after her husband's disappear- 
ance. and during that time she kept a 
light burning throughout the night. Then 
a body was found in the River. Aire at 
Haddesley, and it was identified by three 
people as that of Robertson. Mrs. 
Robertson was granted a widow’s. pension 
for herself and her child, and the ex- 
penses of the funeral were borne by the 
Leeds British Legion Club. 

LEGALLY DEAD. 

The return of Mr. Robertson has raised an 

interesting question as to the manner in which 
the death certificate granted by the Coroner 
is to be dealt with. In the eyes of the law 
Mr. Robertson is dead, and his Army papers 
and references are of no value to him. He 
cannot vote, nor can he be sued in a court of 
law until he is reconstituted a living subject 
of the King. 
The whole of the facts will have to be 
placed before the Registrar-General, and it is 
possible that application will have to be made 
before the High Court.

SIR JOHN SIMON’S 
BELIEF, 


The Times, after remarking in a lead-

India,- proceeds :—In the considered state” 
ment, which he communicated to the 
Press on Saturday, Sir John Simon ex- 
pressed his belief that much of the oppo- 
sition had broken down. It has certainly 
‘weakened, but it must be remembered 
that the extremist elements will strain 
every nerve to avoid defeat. They still 
have some Moslem allies, and, in spite 
ofthe attitude of the Hindu Mahasabha 
and the fissures in the Congress Party, 
they still hope to reach an agreement 
with the Mahomedan majority. 

Again, though Sir John Simon’s refusal 
to bargain with the opposition was fully 
justified, it is possible that it may con- 
firm some of the less-convinced boycotters 
in their obduracy. They only understand 
the bargaining method of approach to 
government, and they are disappointed at 
their inability to display their talents in 
the field of negotiation. This mood, of 
course, may not be lasting. Its origin 
is an emotional revolt, the protest of a 
hypersensitive nationalism against the 
appointment of a purely Parliamentary 
Commission, however necessary, however 
practical. Hard facts will very possibly 
compel many of the Liberal and re- 
sponsivist non-co-operators to leave the 
Swarajists in the wilderness, and to 
aceept the Commission. But all who re- 
member the services that some of them 
have rendered to the cause of Indian re- 
form -will hope that, if the Liberal and 
responsivist opposition ends, it will have 
yielded not to the superior mancouvring 
powers of the British and Indian Govern- 
ments, but to a better understanding of 
the honesty of the intentions of the 
Imperial Parliament. Happily for India, 
the extreme sensitiveness of the non- 
co-operating politicians. has not seriously 
affected economic co-operation.

MONTROSE.

CAPTÁIN. A NATIVE. OF 
COUNTY DUBLIN. 

Captain Edwin Landy, of the Canadian 
Pacific liner Montrose, which was damage 
in a ‘collision ‘with an iceberg when three 
days out from St. John, New Brunswick, 
hound for Liverpool, is a native of Skerries, 
Co. Dublin. Aged about 50 years, he is the 
younger. brother ‘of Mr. John Landy, the 
well-known baker, of Rathfarnham, Co. 
Dublin, Captain’ Landy has been for over 
twenty years in the service of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, previous to which he was 
employed .by the Dominjon;,Line. He holds 
an ‘éxtra-master’s certificate, which is the 
highest: certificate awarded by the Board of 
Trade. “He is married and his wife resides 
at Liverpool. During the early months of 
the Great War he was sent by the Admiralty 
to the West Coast of Africa: to take charge 
of a seized German liner, the. Henriett 
Woremus, which was one of the first German 
vessels captured. 

It is interesting to note that Captain Landy 
and the crew which was to bring home the 
captured liner travelled out from England on 
the liner Laurentic, which was later sunk 
by a German submarine off Tory Island, 
when she was carrying a large quantity of 
gold for America. Captain Landy and his 
crew, who were largely Irish, when returning 
home with their. prize had a narrow escape 
from being blown up by a German sub- 
marine. The first act of the prize crew of 
the Henriett Woremus was to paint. her 
funnels n to give her an Irish appearance. 
Most: of the crew hailed from the Skerries 
and. Rush districts. 

Having brought the German vessel safely 
to port, Captain Landy was appointed to the 
C.P.R. liner Montreee, which had been 
chartered by the Government, and which was 
engaged during several of the most critical 
years of the submarine campaign runnin 
from New York to British ports, and to such 
re go French ports as ‘Marseilles, Dun- 
kirk, and Cherbourg, with war stores. She 
was torpedoed about 1916 between Cherbourg 
and Dunkirk, the explosion tearin reat 
hole in her bows. ~ It was bitterly cold at 
the time, with a gale blowing, and the vessel, 
settling down by the bows, appeared to be 
foundering. . The order to. take to the 
boats was given, but later on, as the 
bulk-head, in spite of serious injuries; 
remained ‘intact, Captain Landy. found it 
possible to save the vessel, which was towed 
inte. Cherbourg Harbour by ‘a French tug. 
Later. during’ the war Captain Landy was 
placed in command of the Alan Line ship 


the Canadian Pacific Railway on the merger 
of the two companies. This vessel was sunk 
by a° German torpedo off Milford Haven, 
Captain Land and his crew being saved. 

The Chief Engineer of the Montrose hails 
from Drogheda, and severa] members of the 
crew are natives of Rush; Longhshinny and 
Skerries. :

GLEN OF AHERLOW, 


FOUR MEN SWEPT AWAY]

Four men had a narrow gesca 
drowning in the famous Glen of A 
County Tipperary, duri 

John W itheroe, who as a blacksm.th’s 
forge at Rossadrehid, at the foot of the 
Galtee Mountains, together with his assis: 
tant and wiles Sa + es town, 
set out on bieycles for Tipper some 
seven miles distant, at about six pu et on 
Saturday evening. 

At College Bridge the road was flooded by 
the swollen Aherlow river, and the men 
secured the wy of geen and cart from a 
farmer. Mr. ames yron, The placed 
their bicycles on the cart, into which they 
got themselves, Mr. Byrne's servant, John 
Halloran, volunteering to drive them across 
the flood. 

The force of the current was so strong 
that the horse and cart were swept off the 
road into a deep gully in an adjoining field, 
and the men were thrown into the swirlin 
waters. Three of them managed to clutc 
the cart, to which they held on for their lives. 
Maher, who was carried further down the 
stream, seized a floating lece of timber, with 
the assistance of whic he succeeded in 
again reaching the cart. 

“The. shouts of the men in the water at- 
tracted the attention of  neighbquring 
farmers and labourers, who flung out ropes, 
which were secured to the cart, and by this 
means the men were helped back to safety 
after an hour and a half’s immersion in the 
ice-cold current.. They were found to be m a 
state bordering on collapse,: and were put 
to bed at once in farmers’ houses in the 
vicinity and given restoratives, 

The scene of the accident is a very dan- 
cerous place when floods occur there, as 
they frequently do, and it is strongly felt 
n the district that the County uncil 
should take immediate steps to remedy this 
state of affairs.

IRISHMAN’S SUCCESS IN 
UNITED STATES.

TUAM MAN WHO CAME HOME 
TO DIE, 


Mr. John Lally. a native of Kilbannon, 
‘Tuam, whose death occurred in a Dublin 
hotel, had a very successful career in the 
United States, where he amassed considerable 
wealth. He left Ireland over forty vears ago,’ 
and patented the “‘ Lally columns,’’ which in 
over fifty designs were used in the big build- 
ings of American cities. He controlled larre 
manufacturing plants in connection with that 
trade in New York, Boston and Chicago. Mr. 
Lally often visited his homeland, for which 
he had a great affection. 

On-his last visit he said that he had come 
to Ireland to die, and expressed a wish to 
be buried with his ancestors in Kilbannon 
Burial Ground. Mr. Lally contributed 
generously to the cost of imvroving Kilbannon 
Church, and the Rev. J. O’Dea, parish priest, 
speaking at the Requiem Mass in the little 
church said that he had received that week 
the plans for two valuable stained glass 
windows, which the late Mr. Lally had 
ordered for the church. 


IRISH AIRMAN’S DEATH IN THE 
ARGENTINE. 


News of the death of Mr. Patrick Hassett, 
whilst giving a flying exhibition at Bahia 
Blanca, near Buenos Ayres, was received in 
Ennis with deep regret. The dead airman 
was the son of Mr. Michael Hassett, of 
Dulick, Ennis. The report has been 
confirmed by a cable from Major Kingsley, of 
the Buenos Ayres commercial aviation firm, 
with which the deceased airman was 
connected, 

Mr. Hassett joined the Royal Air Force in 
1917, and won distinction, but resigned his 
commission in 1920, and emigrated to Buenos 
Ayres, where for a time he was engaged as 
fiving instructor to the Argentine Army. In 
1924 he won the Wilbur Wright Cup iu an in- 
ternational contest at Buenos Ayres, and in 
numerous competitions since then he has 
captured trophies. He was only 28 years of 
age. 


FERMANAGH COUNCIL AND 
MOTOR TAXATION. 


The Férmanagh County Council has 
ipproved of the Tyrone resolution calling for 
an alteration in the present method of taxing 
motor cars, and asking that a tax be put 
upon petrol, and only a nominal tax upon the 
car of, say, £2 2s. per vehicle, with a higher 
rate for lornes or 2s.

IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. 


BELFAST, Monday. 

At a meeting held under the auspices of 

an Orange lodge in the Shankill area 
a few days ago, a resolution was passed 
protesting against the action of the respon- 
sible authorities in having, as alleged, sup- 
pressed in August, 1924, a police report 
which, it stated, would have established 
the innocence of a  defendant—‘‘ the 
daughter of a true and life-long Orange- 
man’’—in a criminal case, It is, of 
course, incredible that a Government 
department would have acted in the 
manner suggested, and the charge is 
probably based.on misconceptions and mis- 
understandings, but the inmeident, as re- 
ported in the Northern Press, is interest- 
ing in so far as it shows the tendency of 
opinion in certain quarters. 

Mr. James Reid, a Belfast barrister, 
who was the principal speaker, related 
what was described as the ‘‘secret 
history ” of the Whan case, and, comment- 
ing upon Lord Craigavon’s pronouncement 
that the Orange Order is the backbone of 
the country, declared that ‘‘the Orange- 
men have grown weary of supporting a 
Government that has no backbone.’’ Other 
things of a similar nature were said, and 
Councillor Watters mentioned that he had 
been a life-long supporter of Unionism in 
this country, but the matters complained 
of had been a source of great discourage- 
ment to him. The subject has created 
considerable public interest, and develop- 
ments are expected from the official side, 
‘while it is likely that attention will be 
drawn to it in the Northern House of 
Commons. 


IN THE BANN VALLEY, 


The Londonderry County Council seems 
to be in favour of the Government scheme 
in connection with the drainage of the 
River Bann. At its meeting last Saturday 
the question was discussed, and Commander 
Clark explained the position from the 
financial point of view. The county would 
be responsible for the sum of £1,465 
annually for sixty years; but, on the 
other hand, the present high drainage 
rates would be saved, while the rateable 
value of the ccunty would be increased by 
£3,500. It is suggested that the rate for 
the drainage works should be lid. on the 
flooded zone, 54d. on the saturated area, 
anc. 1ád. on the rest of the county. 

That is the crux of the situation; for 
farmers alveady overburdened with rates 
do not welcome any further responsibility, 
particularly where they do not derive any 
direct benefit from the project. Armagh 
County has already turned it down, but 
the Government is endeavouring to over- 
come objections by further consultations 
between the Council and the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. Of course, the rate would 
not come into force until the completion 
of the scheme, and as many years must 
elapse before that happy consummation, 
it may be that the people will be in a 
better position to. bear the expense than 
they are at present. It was stated at the 
meeting that the scheme would make the 
farmers contented, but he must be an opti- 
mistic man who said it. No decision was 
arrived at, and the matter will be further 
discussed at the next’ meeting of the 
Council. 


A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 


The further period of depression Íore- 
shadowed the’ other day for the linen in- 
dustry by the Speaker of the Northern 
House of Commons has been supported by 
the Midland Bank in its monthly review 
of industrial conditions in the Six-County 
area. It states that little or no improve- 
ment can be reported. The usual season- 
able orders for embroidered and initialled 
handkerchiefs are coming in from overseas 
markets in much the same bulk as last 
year, but the home trade is more or less 
inactive, pending (the outcome of the 
inquiry now being held in London under 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act. A 
tiny gleam of hope, however, 1s provided 
by the statement that linen damask, house- 
hold and dress linens continue to make 
headway, while better conditions are 
anticipated as the season advances. The 
Imperial Government 18 not favourable to 
the proposal to protect the linen industry, 
and manufacturers are not very hopeful 
of relief from that quarter. | 

With regard to yarns, no business of 
any account has taken place during the 
past month, apart from small lots of 
special lines, and although spinners of the 
finer cambric yarns are said to be fairly 
well provided with orders, there are no 
inguiries for new business, while tows and 
medium lines are completely neglected. 
This information is not very cheering, and 
it bears out the fears which have been 
expressed regarding the continued decline 
of the industry. It seems that Northern 
Ireland is an ideal place for the manufac- 
ture of artificial silk, and efforts are being 
made to impress on the Government the 
importance of developing it along big 
lines. 

AN UNHAPPY RECORD. 


The Belfast Branch of the British 
Legion is getting busy in protecting the 
interests of its members, and at its 
meeting during the week-end it was de- 
cided to bring before the headquarters in 
London the desirability of erecting a 
factory in the Northern capital to provide 
employment for ex-Service men, It was 
pointed out that this had already been 
done in Wales and the Free State, and 
Mr. Byer’, an administrative agent of the 
Legion, strongly advocated the proposal to 
have a similar scheme put into operation 
in Northern Ireland. g the course

FLOURISHING SEASIDE RESORT. 


The Donaghadee Urban Council, which 
some months ago asked to be suppressed, 
seems to have got over its little troubles 
and is now working happily for the good 
of the town. At its last meeting the 
annual rate was struck and the inhabit- 
ants are to be congratulated on a reduc- 
tion of 6d. in the £. The figure for ‘the 
ensuing financial year is 11s. 6d. in the 
£, which is not unreasonable for a‘seaside 
resort of the importance of Donaghadee. 
One of the members expressed the hope 
that every member would guard against 
squandermania, and while that is a good 
policy to pursue, every effort should be 
made to attract tourists to the district by 
well-considered schemes of development. 
There are few places in the North with 
greater charm, and there are excellent 
facilities for golfing, boating ahd the 
usual summer sports and amusements. 

The members of the Council have dis- 
cussed the desirability of providing more 
commodious premises, and it was sug- 
gested that they should secure the Baths 
Hotel, one half of which could be adapted 
for use as a council chamber, while the 
other part could be utilised as a public 
library. Like other seaside places in the 
North, Donaghadee has its 
problem, and it was decided to approach 
the. Government with the object of im- 
proving the condition of Lemon’s Wharf 
and to get something done for the fisher- 
men. The Government report on 
Northern harbours has been issued, but it 
will probably be some time before its 
recommendations are put into force. 


THE FARMERS’ HOPE. 


The annual report of the Executive 
Committee of the Ulster Farmers’ Union, 
which was issued the other day, does not 
provide too happy a prospect. It states 
that a little improvement is manifest in 
some departments of the agricultural 
industry, but regret is expressed that, on 
the whole, depression still lies heavily over 
the countryside. An optimistic note, how- 
ever, is struck, but its only basis is that, 
in the ordinary cycle of events, the farm- 
ing community may soon enter on a period 
of prosperity. Patient and enduring, the 
farmers endeavour to look on the bright 
side of their difficulties and are ready to 
take advantage of any opportunity which 
promises better conditions. A strong griev- 
ance was ventilated regarding the recon- 
struction and maintenance of first and 
second-class roads, and ‘representations 
have already been made to the Northern 
Government pointing out that it is inequit- 
able that the farming community should 
he called upon to pay the heavily increased 
rates that are now being imposed, due 
largely to the class of road required for 
through motor trafic. 

Attention has frequently been drawn to 
the enormous increase in the number of 
huge "buses and heavy motor lorries 
throughout the province, travelling 
regularly even to the remotest districts, 
and the farmers’ claim to relief in respect 
of damage done to roadways seems to be a 
reasonable one. It is contended for them 
that additional substantial assistance in 
this direction is imperative, as they. find 
it impossible any Jonger to pay the 
amounts required for these purposes; but 
the Government Treasury is not overflow- 


ing. 
SHIPBUILDING PROSPECTS. 


It is gratifying to record that since the 
beginning of the year employment has been 
provided for an additional thousand men 
in Messrs. Harland and Wolff's ship- 
building yards. All the company’s four- 
teen slips at Belfast are now occupied, 
and there is work for a considerable time 
ahead. 
new ships, a fair amount of repair work 
is being done, and the industry shows 
promise of a prosperous period. It is ex- 
pected that Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co.’s yards will be re-opened at an early 
date, when one of the first keels to be laid 
will be the new dredger for the Northern 
Government, to be employed in the deepen- 
ing of various small harbours around the 
coast. 

It has been suggested in some quarters 
that the Government should hire a dredger 
in the meantime and get on with the work ; 
but, as the harbours have waited so long 
for improvement, it is probable that the 
official view will be that they can afford 
to wait a little longer. One of the first 
to be tackled will be Ardglass Harbour, to 
extend the accommodation for steam 
drifters and. fishing smacks. The larger 
question of Killough Harbour as the 
terminus for a cross-Channel mail route 
has heen shelved for the present. 


WELL-MANAGED HARBOUR. 


The Belfast Harbour accounts for 1927 
contain some remarkable figures, and 
afford striking evidence of the ever-increas- 
ing prosperity of the port, due to careful 
management. “The total receipts amounted 
to £289,463 19s. 9d., as compared with 
£268,861 19s. 8d.. for the previous yeay. 
The total payments were £239,087 17s. 2d., 
which left a gross surplus of £50,376 
2s. 7d., representing an increase of £11,590 
13s. 1d. over the year 1926. The surplus 
was distributed over various funds, and 
the uninvested balance now stands at 
£56,299 7s. 11d. This very fine record has 
given the utmost satisfaction both to the 


ommissioners and the general public; for 
a ressive port means increased business 
all “round. Mr. H. M. Pollock, the

THE SATISFACTION OF FAITH. 

The following letter from Lord Daryngton 
appears in J'he Times — 

Str,—Having been very much impressed 
by the two remarkable articles published in 
The Trmes relating to the evidence of the 
Resurrection of Our Lord, I should like to 
mention the reply given by the late Levd 
Salisbury to someone who wrote to him ask- 
ing for his reason for his faith in Christianity. 
It should be remembered that he was not only 
a statesman, but a scientist of no mean 
capacity. He said that the central point of 
his faith was the Resurrection of Christ, in 
which he believed :— 

First, because it was testified to by men 
who had every opportunity of seeing and 
knowing, and whose veracity was tested by 
the most tremendous trials both of energy and 
endurance during long lives. 

Secondly, because of the marvellous effeets 
it had upon the world. He said that as a 
moral phenomenon the spread and masterv of 
Christianity were without a parallel, ‘and 
added that he could no more believe that 
colossal moral effects lasting for 2,000 vears 
could be without a cause than he could believe 
that various motions of the magnet were with- 
out a cause though he could not wholly ex- 
plain them. He thought that anvone who 
believed in the Resurrection of Christ found 
little difficulty an believing in the rest of the 
story in the Gospels, and that no one who 
believed that would doubt that St. Matthew, 
St. Peter, St. Paul, St. Mark, and St. John 
carried a Divine message. 

If you can find space for this letter T shall 
be grateful, believing that testimony such as 
this is of special value at the present time.—

In 1924 the quantity of salmon that was 
caught in island rivers was 2,689,680ibs., the 
value beign £258,000 ; 

In 1 the quantity was 2,746,454lbs., the 
value being £286,277 ; and 

In 1926 3,757,000lbs., being 
£317,000, 

These figures showed that the inland 
fisheries of Ireland were a great asset. In 
order to estimate the total yield of salmon 
it would be necessary to add the quantity 
caught as sport by rod and line by individuals, 
and no data were available for arriving at 
that figure. His (the ganic sri family owned 
the River Moy, which was probably the most 
prolific river in Ireland. he fisheries em- 
ployed a large number of men, who were paid 
substantial wages, the lowest being 45s. a 
week, with certain other privileges, and they 
worked eight hours a day, Saturday and 
Sunday being free. 

HABITS OF SALMON. 

The habits of salmon were very peculiar. 
In the months of March, April and May the 
large fish went up the rivers, and one of their 
peculiarities was that they were always jump- 
ing, except when they got into a net. The 
mullet always tried to jump out of the net, 
but the salmon never did. When the salmon 
came out of the sea into the river it was a 
beautiful-looking fish, but if it remained long 
in the river it lost its beauty and was not 
good food. He would advise those who bought 
salmon to buy the fish that was taken as near 
as possible to the sea; for the longer it was in 
the river the more it deteriorated. When the 
fish got up into the tributaries of the main 
rivers it was then that the poacher got to 
work, and he took the fish when it was not 
fit for human food. Such fish, he believed, 
was the cause of a good deal of the disease 
from which the peasantry of the West of 
Ireland suffered, particularly cancer. 

T HEN FISH. 

‘The young salmon never descended from 
the tributaries into the main rivers until they 
were two years old. The fertility of the 
hen fish was wonderful.

The present Minister for Fisheries was to 
be congratulated upon having, under the 
Act of 1925, made the penalty more severe, 
and he had also given the owners the benefit 
of the services of the Civic Guards. In the 
days of the Royal Irish Constabulary they 
never interfered, except by direction of their 
officers, and, if the officers had not an in- 
terest in the fisheries, it was no part of the 
duty of the police to interfere. e Minister 
considered, after taking the views of the 
people who were interested in the fisheries, 
that it was his duty to protect the fish, 
because Salmon that was spawning was not 
the property of the individual, but the pro- 
perty of the public. 

POACHING PREVENTED. 

Under the Act of 1925 a person An posses- 
sion of a salmon must account for it, and 
by that means a great deal of the poaching 
had been stopped. Another change was 
that, instead of the poor rate assessment, 
owners weré now paying a fishery rate, with 
the result that the entire contribution went 
to preserving the river during the winter 
season. 

The only fault he fonnd with the rate 
was that he thought the Minister had fixed it 
too high—(laughter)—and the result was that 
some owners were now paying more than 
they did before. He was not criticising the 
Minister adversely, for he believed that any 
criticism that might be made should always 
be helpful. 

There was, he said, no animal in creation 
that had more enemies than the salmon, and 
among these were the common duck, the 
heron, the cormorant and the seal,

DISARMAMENT PROBLEMS 
AND PROPOSALS. 


Disarmament problems and proposals were 
discussed at a meeting held last night in the 
Little Theatre, William street, Dublin, under 
the auspices of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom. Miss 
Kingston presided, and the principal speakers 
were Miss Louie Bennett and Miss Helen 
Chenevix. 

Miss Bennett said that in the struggle for 
disarmament we are up against the strongest 
forces of greed and fear. The great Powers 
are terrified lest anything may loosen the grip 
they have on the world in general. This was 
the reason that accounted for the reception 
the Russian proposals got from the Disarma- 
ment Commission. 

The Americans have made proposals for the 
outlawmy of war, and a multilaterial treaty. 
Unfortunately though they make these pro- 
posals they still hold to the right to make 
war in the smaller countries where they have 
special interests, and their suggested treaty is 
not accompanied by any definite proposal for 
disarmament, or even reduction in arms. 
When the Russian proposals for disarmament 
were put forward they did not get any 
warmer réception fram America than from 
any other country. 

Most of the smaller nations in the League 
are under some.sort of obligation to the great 
Powers and cannot take the lead in any 
question, but Ireland is under no such obliga- 
tions, and yet does not take a lead in any 
of the ways she might. This question of 
disarmament is one which should be of great 
interest to Ireland; it is the one thing thas 
would lead to the unity and complete in- 
dependence of Ireland. One good thing at 
least was that a proposal for fixing 
on @ certain day for sending in petitions for 
proposals for disarmament from all public 
bodies and associations was made at the Interna- 
tional League for Peace Conference at Geneva 
by. someone from Ireland. The Com- 
mittee took it up with considerable 
enthusiasm, and they are waiting for this 
country to fix a day for the campaign.
